•wreckage strewn flood waters of the 
Cowlitz river Into which the old sus- 
pension bridge here, bearing scores 
of men and women, collapsed at fi\o 
o'clock last night. 


From fifty to 100 pedestrians, one 


truck and at Uast 
ten passenger 


automobiles were on the bridge when 
it fell. The structure gave •nay in 
the midst of a traffic jam caused by 
a stalled car. 


MANY RESCUED. 


Most of the persons on the bridge 


•were thrown into the seining ri\e- 
and manv were picked up b> boats or 
swam ashore. After darkness efforts 
to recover bodies were futile, though 
the river steamer Pomona breasted 
the swift current during the night o 
play a search light o\er the scene. 
But early tnls morning no bodies had 
>een founu. 


Of those rescued one was fatally

START OF TROUBLE

mine, some of whom had guns. 


"I heard some on^ say: 'We don't 


want to have ai- 
trouble,' and two 


men ,f J thev would go to the mine 
and tiv to get the non-union w orkera 
to quit. 


FIRED OM CROWD 


"the crowd then moved toward tlie 


mine and as thev were advancing 
they were fJred upon from the mine, 
the shots coming from a gun con- 
cealed behind a bush on top of the 
mine dump

Fifteen witnesses yesterday accus- 


ed the guards of various

at the mine on the afternoon of Jan- 
uary 21, the day the riots started and 
three union miners were killed 


WVTCHED FIRING. 


Several witnesses testified they had 


watched the firing from the top of 
a neaiby mine tipple. They declared 
the first shots came from the mine 
wit;i such a rapidity they ^eie un- 
able to count them, 


One witness, who said he talked 


to C. K McDowell, superintendent of 
the mii.e, before the start of the riots 
quoted him as saying ' he was going 
to work the mine even though he 'had 
to work it with blood'" 


MINE GUARDED. 


W A Thornton, who was a Mar- 


ion policeman last June, the first 
'^IffinW'caflea at the opening? of -the 
session, testified that he had made a 
trip to the mine with Colonel Sam 
Hunter 
of

adjutant-general's 


staff, who had come from Springfield. 
He said they found the roads blocked 
by strands of barbed wire and were 
taken to C. K. McDowell, superin- 
tendent of the mine bv armed guards 


Doff Brown, employed nights at a 


mine-near the Lester pit, said he had 
listened in on a party phone lime the 
night of June 20, on the eve of the 
riots during whic^h W. J. Lester, 
owner of tlie property 
told

Dowell that he had heard that several 
hundred persons v?«re on their way 
from West Frankfort to attack the 
mine and McDowell replied'
